THE ART OF^MANICURING. 


Chf> Who)* Operation Made ruin So 


Anr One Jl«r Perform It. 


An expert describes as follows tbo 


trholo process of in.inlcurlnj. so that 
those who cannot pay regular vUiU to 
i profcunloiinl may know bow tn per- 
form thin , Interesting operation for 
thuuischpf: Tim nugcr tips must first 
be Immersed for a few nilnutts In a 
lion I of hot hither'made from a pure 
Villet^sonp. This Is to voften tbu nail 
ind the cuticle surrounding Ita base. 
This cuticle, or thin, touch skin. Is fre- 
fuentlr allowed by those who neglect 
(lie dainty cnre of the hands and nails 
to £row up over tliu matrix'and thus 
bide from view the pretty white half 
moon, or "Innuta." •which In all well 
kept unlls Is to be plainly discerned. 


As soon ns the skin has become nice- 


ly softened the fliiRcn are taken out 
3f the soap solution and cently dried 
'with a soft towc'l. They arc now n-ady 
for thi* operation of the cuticle knife. 
This must IN- lived with the greatest 
Icllcncy.caro Iwlug taken not to scratch 
the nan In any way. The point of the 
knife should be gditlv passed under 
the edge of the nkln, loosening It from 
the nail. The itnpcrtiuous membrane 
or cuticle Miould now be cut away 
with the cntlcli scissors. 
Tbe^o aro 


innde long nnd slender, with beauti- 
fully cnrvcd points. Ordinary scissors 
would not do the work properly. 


It must Iw distinctly understood that 


Ibis cutting of the cuticle Is only nec- 
essary with neglected nails. 
Nails 


which receive proper nnd' regular at- 
tention lime the lunula well In view, 
nnd Uic skin at the base Is not allowed 
to grow over it belntj gently pushed 
hack every dny with an Ivory presscr. 
Whenever It I* necessary to cut the cu- 
ticle It must be done with n skillful 
and delicate touch, and under no clr- 
rumstnnccs should blood be drawn, as 
In such a case Irritation acd much sore- 
tics* would follow. 


Tho nulls thcmsclvei may now be 


nicely cut and trimmed with nail scis- 
sors. They should be cut to a pretty 
oval shape nnd may be finished off with 
a rile to soften nnd level the edge*. 


Tho beautifying process then com- 


mences by Immersing the nails for n 
minute In any of the cleansing fluids 
or special preparations made for the 
purpose or by the UBC of a little lemon 
Julci- to free thn nail from all rtalne 
and discoloration*. Little orange wood 
sticks, cold In tiny bundles, arc also 
used to npply the fluid under the cor- 
ners of the nail, and these effectually 
eradicate Ink, gardening or other 
stains, which are sometimes difficult to 
remove from the edges. Now rlncc the 
nails In n little roscwatcr and com- 
mence the polishing. 


The polisher, or rubber, has an eb- 


ony. Ivory or polished wood handle and 
Is composed of an oval pnd covered 
with n piece ot flue chamois leather. A 
little good null powder Is sprinkled 
over It, and the nails arc robbed brisk- 
ly backward nnd forward until a bril- 
liant polish Is obtained. 
If It Is de- 


sired to color nntls which arc not natu- 
rally pink, a little pink coloring paste 
mny now be rubbed Into them and the 
polishing renewed. 


-To keep the nails In good condition 


they should be manicured 
twlco a 


week, nnd once n dny. after washing 
tliu bands, the thin membrane at their 
lose should be gently pushed back 
with the Irory presscr and the iialls 
polished with the chamois leather rub- 
ber. 


Many persons, especially those of 


weak health, aro troubled with thin, 
dry. brittle nnll.i, which arc constantly 
breaking or splitting and becoming 
tagged at the edges. A lemon kept on 
the wnshstnml and used after washing 
la Uiiuful for remedying this state.
